Epsom Hospital is facing serious 
questions over the privacy and dig¬ 
nity of patients after it emerged 
that an operation last week was 
conducted in full view of visitors 
and other patients. 

A horrified Claire Walsh contact¬ 
ed this newspaper after witnessing 
the operation while visiting Buck- 
ley ward, in the hospital’s Wells 
Wing, last Friday. 

The care assistant, from Tatten- 
ham Corner, said she, three other 
visitors and a patient saw surgery 
taking place in a room opposite the 
Wells Wing. 

Miss Walsh explained that a win¬ 
dow in Buckley ward overlooks the 
window of an operating theatre, 
which she believes is in the Day 
Surgery Unit - though the hospital 
refused to confirm this. 

She said some of the blinds in that 
window were open and she could 
see a completely naked body being 
operated on by surgeons in gowns 
and scrubs. 

The 38-year-old said she informed 
a nurse on Buckley ward, who said 
“that happens all the time” and did 
not take any action to raise the 
alarm with operating staff. 


Epsom Hospital has apologised to 
the patient involved and said the 
blinds had not been closed properly 
after the window was cleaned. It 
has launched a “thorough and ur¬ 
gent” investigation into the inci¬ 
dent, which it said it deeply regrets. 

But it refused to reveal how long 
the blinds may have been open, how 
many other operations may have 
been overlooked, what sort of oper¬ 
ations are carried out in that oper¬ 
ating theatre or even who cleans 
the windows. 

In a statement yesterday it 
claimed it could not reveal any fur¬ 
ther information “until all the facts 


are fully established”. 

Miss Walsh said she was “still in 
shock” after witnessing the opera¬ 
tion, which she said was continuing 
as she left after her half-hour visit. 

She said: “I could see the whole 
thing. The blinds were open, not 
closed, so you could see straight 
through. Half of the window had 
blinds, but the other half didn’t. 

“There was a naked body lying on 
its side. The doctors were lifting up 
the leg and doing all kinds of bits to 
the body. It looked like they were 
making incisions and there was 
someone standing over the body. 

“The whole of the back part of the 


body was showing. 

“That poor person’s respect and 
dignity had gone out of the window. 

“The visitors were all disgusted 
and so was the patient who saw. I 
feel sorry for that person, it’s just 
awful.” 

She contacted the hospital to re¬ 
port the incident and has been re¬ 
ferred to its Patient Advice and 
Liaison Service. 

In a statement, Epsom Hospital 
said it has taken immediate action 
to ensure this could not happen to 
another patient. 

It said: “On Friday, January 10, 
we believe that a secure blind in a

window to one of our operating theatres, 
which is usually closed and locked be¬ 
tween two panes of double glazing, was 
not closed properly after the window was 
cleaned. 

“As such, part of one of our operating 
theatres may have been visible to a small 
number of other patients and we deeply 
regret that.” 

A hospital spokeswoman said that after 
speaking to the staff and surgeon who 
conducted the operation, it does not be¬ 
lieve the patient would have been naked 
at any point and only “a small part of the 
body would have been exposed”. 

Asked about the nurse’s comments to 
Miss Walsh, which suggested that this 
was not a one-off incident, the spokes¬ 
woman said: “The issue has never been 
raised with us before. We are currently 
looking into the allegation that this lady’s 
claims were initially dismissed.”

Stream of questions 


Angry residents and business 
owners have formed a cam¬ 
paign group to try to prevent a 
recurrence of the flooding 
which devastated Leather- 
head over Christmas. 

The River Mole Action 
Group hopes to launch a web¬ 
site in the coming weeks to 
publicise what needs to be 
done. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
group Nik Cookson, said it be¬ 
lieves the Environment Agen¬ 
cy (EA) has many questions to 
answer and has failed for 
many years to “act in the 
interests of Mole Valley 
residents”. 

Questioning why the River 
Mole flooded “so fast, so sud¬ 
denly and with such ferocity”, 
Mr Cookson said: “It seems 
that the Mole may well have 
been ‘held back’ to protect 
larger urbanised areas and 
that certain control points 
were opened too late and not 
opened fully. 

“Mention has been made of 


faulty electronic sluice gates 
and this combined with the 
admitted dumping of 
Gatwick’s holding ponds into 
the Mole will have caused 
untold damaged from the un¬ 
fettered huge rush of water.” 

Asked by this newspaper to 
provide detailed information 
about its balancing ponds, 
and what exactly happened 
there during the floods, a 
spokesman for Gatwick is¬ 
sued a general statement say¬ 
ing: “We have balancing 
ponds and the flow rate capac¬ 
ity was at maximum because 
of the heavy rainfall. 

“We followed procedure, 
which is backed up by an EA 
permit. It is important to 
recognise this was exception¬ 
al weather and severely heavy 
rainfall. The fact that the 
River Mole burst its banks is 
proof of this.” 

The spokesman said: “We 
had never seen levels in the 
ponds so high. Everything 
that could have been done was 


certainly done - the flow rate 
capacity, which is controlled 
by screw pumps, was 
operating to maximum. 

“In short, there was no way 
to release more water out of 
them and there was an awful 
lot going into them.” 

The EA said the Upper Mole 
Flood Alleviation Scheme, 
which consists of a reservoir 
at Tilgate Lake and a partially 
completed one at Worth 
Farm, operate automatically 
once water reaches a certain 
level, and together helped re¬ 
duce the impact of flooding on 
the Mole over Christmas. 

A spokesman said the 
scheme is primarily designed 
to offer protection to areas of 
Crawley, close to the source of 
the River Mole - 23 miles away 
from Leatherhead. 

The spokesman added: 
“Other areas downstream are 
likely to derive an incidental 
benefit from the presence 
of these structures by reduc¬ 
ing peak flows from the

Gatwick Stream. 

“The Burstow Stream and 
the Redhill Stream join the 
River Mole downstream of 
Crawley, but upstream of 
Leatherhead, meaning that 
significant flows of water are 


introduced into the River 
Mole.” 

Existing defences and those 
the EA has in the pipeline - 
additional reservoirs at Worth 
Farm, Gatwick and Clays 
Lane, are all upstream of

Leatherhead, in the Crawley 
and Horley areas, and of 
limited benefit to Leather¬ 
head.

Animal rescuer vows to move away from flood zone 



Businessman urges 
caution to developers

A flood victim who ran an 
animal rescue charity has 
spoken of the trauma of hav¬ 
ing to rescue her children and 
animals from the recent 
floods. 

Four of her 15 guinea pigs 
drowned in their hutches in 
the garden Minchin Close 
when the River Mole burst its 
banks in Leatherhead on 
Christmas Eve. 

Hayley Anyiwo, 41, mother 
of five-year-old twin girls, 
said she no longer feels safe 
and she has given up her work 
running Pipsqueak Small 
Furry Rescue as a result of 
the flooding. 

Mrs Anyiwo said: “We are 
moving now. It’s not safe for 
my kids because there was 
sewage in some of the water.” 

She and her husband, who 
live in a first floor flat, awoke 
on Christmas Eve to find the 
flood water rising rapidly and 
they rushed to save the guinea 
pigs, two rabbits and ferrets 
in the garden. 

She said: “We were helping 
our neighbours from down¬ 
stairs to get their furniture 


out, but the water was rising 
too quickly. At the time I was 
gutted because it was Christ¬ 
mas Eve.” 

The family bought new chil¬ 
dren’s clothes at Asda and 
lived out of a suitcase while 
staying with her mother over 
Christmas. 


Mrs Anyiwo said they had 
received “nothing” in terms of 
flood relief support and her 
husband had been unable get 
through on the phone to the 
district council for two days 
over Christmas. 

Because of the floods they 
could not even reach the 


council depot in Dorking to 
pick up free sandbags and had 
to buy them locally. 

But she said: “The commu¬ 
nity really came together. 

“Everyone’s lovely. They all 
came running down when it 
was flooding. I loved it here, 
but now I hate it.” 


A businessman whose of¬ 
fice narrowly escaped 
flooding has called on de¬ 
velopers to make sure fu¬ 
ture buildings in the area 
are flood-proof. 

The office of CIB Commu¬ 
nications, near the River 
Mole in Leatherhead, was 
specially built to withstand 
water up to the level 
recorded during the great 
floods in 1968. 

It escaped the Christmas 
Eve flooding by just three 
inches. 

Managing director Andy 
Cassie, at his office off 
Guildford Road, said other 
developers should follow 
suit and take previous 
flood and river levels into 
account. 

Mr Cassie said: “If they 
are going to build anything 
they must take into consid¬ 
eration the highest known 
level of flooding and any¬ 
thing they build should 
have additional tolerance.” 


The office was built on a 
concrete plinth and 
electrics were originally 
put at half height above 
floor level. Some electrics 
have since been placed in 
the concrete subfloor, 
which acts as a base to the 
finished floor. 

Mr Cassie said flood 
protection is especially im¬ 
portant when developing 
on flood plains, which may 
increasingly be inundated 
because of proposed 
changes to the greenbelt 
boundary. 

He said: “If you’re 
putting any development 
anywhere near river cours¬ 
es then you have to be sen¬ 
sible about how you build 
and what plans are in 
place.” 

He said that the company 
had taken out flood 
insurance, adding: “If you 
take precautions, a lot of 
these problems are 
surmountable. ” 



Miles Hall, who works in 
Leatherhead, expressed 
sympathy for flood victims 
living alongside the River 
Mole. 

He said: “It’s a bit of a 
shocker really. It’s 
everybody’s choice where 
they live but they probably 
moved in years and years 
ago. I feel sad for them.” 



John Whelton, from Dorking, 
who was walking in 
Leatherhead, said: “It’s better 
than I thought it would be. 

“We have avoided 
Leatherhead because we saw it 
on the news. It could turn bad 
again.” 



Matthew O’Reilly, a bar 

supervisor at the Running 
Horse pub, said the flood 
water reached “waist-height” 
in the pub’s cellar and two 
nearby cars were swept 
downriver on Christmas Eve. 

Mr O’Reilly said: “I believe 
the flooding is going to get 
worse and worse every year.”

New wedding 
something to 


ring 'gives us 
smile about’

After his brother’s suicide, his 
wife’s miscarriage and a knife¬ 
point mugging, Stewart Bridg¬ 
man finally has something to 
smile about. 

Mr Bridgman, 29, of Gibral¬ 
tar Crescent, Epsom, has just 
had his stolen wedding ring re¬ 
placed for free by a pawnbro¬ 
kers who read about the crime 
in this newspaper. 

Mr Bridgman was targeted 
by two men on the evening of 
December 10 as he walked 
along a path between Long- 
mead Road and Chessington 
Road. One of the muggers 
pulled on Mr Bridgman’s hood 
and “yanked him back” while 
the other appeared before him 
with a knife, demanding he 
empty his pockets and hand 
over the rings he was wearing. 

The muggers escaped with 
£10 in cash and £3,300 worth of 
jewellery. 

They stole a gold “lover’s 
knot” ring given to Mr Bridg¬ 
man by his wife, Stephanie, 30, 
and a gold horse’s saddle ring, 
which he wears in recognition 
of his job as a bookmaker. 

And most upsetting of all, Mr 
Bridgman’s gold double buckle 
wedding ring, containing four 
diamonds, worth £450 but 
uninsured, was also stolen. 

Having read of the incident 
in the Epsom Guardian, pawn¬ 
brokers H&T, based in Central 
Road, Worcester Park, contact¬ 
ed Mr Bridgman to offer him a 
similar new wedding ring from 
the store. 

He said: “The police have 
been very good about it, but

realistic. They said ‘We’ll try to 
find these people but in reality 
we might get them but you’ve 
got a small chance of getting 
your stuff back as it was proba¬ 
bly passed on to someone 
straight away’. 

“That’s the bit that hurt the 
most. It was my wedding ring 
and I’ll probably never see it 
again. We only married in 
September 2012 in Las Vegas.” 

Mr Bridgman said the mug¬ 
ging was a bad end 
to a traumatic year. 

He said: “I’ve 
been through a lot 
of hard times last 
year. My brother 
passed away in 
September. He 
took his own life 


and I found him. My uncle 
passed away a bit before that. 
Stephanie suffered a miscar¬ 
riage. I’ve been so down and 
unhappy so for H&T to contact 
me, I just didn’t think such a 
nice thing could happen. 

“I’m so happy that 2013 is fin¬ 
ished and we can start making 
a better 2014.” 

Polly Fergus son, from H&T, 
said: “We were shocked to read 
about Stewart’s mugging and 
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having something stolen as 
precious as a wedding ring is 
awful. 

“He’s a local guy and as a 
local jeweller we wanted to 
offer him our help. H&T has a 
big range of wedding rings on 
offer, and Stewart and 
Stephanie have found one they 
want - so smiles all around.”

The hospital’s joint medical director 
Dr Ruth Charlton, issued a statement 
yesterday saying: “We would like to 
assure our patients and visitors that 
we are taking this matter very 
seriously. 

“We are urgently investigating the 
allegations. 

“I have personally asked all five of 
our directorates (medicine, women and 
children’s, regional services, clinical 
services and surgery, critical care and 
anaesthetics) to review every clinical 
area they are responsible for, in order 
to ensure that the privacy and dignity 
of every patient we treat is protected at 
all times.” 

The preservation of modesty during 
operations is an important and highly 
sensitive issue for patients and health¬ 
care staff - especially when the patient 
is sedated and has no control over who 
is able to see their body. 

The £2.5m day surgery unit at the hos¬ 
pital was opened in October 2012 by the 
Duchess of Gloucester. 

At the time, Matthew Hopkins, the 
hospital’s chief executive, said it was 
designed “around the needs of our pa¬ 
tients with an emphasis on ensuring 
patients receive the utmost privacy and 
dignity”.

A church may erect a stone 
or brass memorial to its war 
dead - two decades after it re¬ 
moved its rolls of honour 
listing their names. 

Nearly 30 church members, 
historians, Royal British Le¬ 
gion members, residents and 
relatives of the war dead at¬ 
tended a meeting at St Barn¬ 
abas Church, in Temple 
Road, Epsom, this week, 
where options to remember 
its war dead were discussed. 

The public meeting was or¬ 
ganised following calls for 
the rolls of honour, deposit¬ 
ed by the current vicar at the 
Surrey History Centre in 
Woking during the 1990s, to

be put on display to coincide 
with the centenary of the 
Great War this year. 

During the meeting, a his¬ 
tory researcher suggested 
that laminated copies of the 
rolls could immediately be 
placed on the church notice 
board as a temporary 
solution. 

But the Rev Michael Pre¬ 
ston, who said he was pas¬ 
sionate about having a 
memorial bearing the sol¬ 
diers’ names at the church, 
claimed this could not be 
done for legal reasons. 


He said: “We can’t do that 
legally, I’m afraid, but I 
would be sorry if you were 
content to stick that back up 
and forget about it. 

“I want to use this as a cata¬ 
lyst to get people in the com¬ 
munity engaging about the 
war. If you just stick it back 
up now, it won’t do that at all. 

“You might feel ‘Gosh, we 
won the battle with the 
vicar’, but you won’t get peo¬ 
ple in the community engag¬ 
ing with it.” 

Mr Preston said he hoped 
the church council would 
agree the idea of a memorial 
in principle at a meeting on 
Wednesday, and proposed 
another public meeting to 
form a working group. 

The church would then 
need planning permission 
from the diocese, with a 
memorial possibly erected 
by August or September. 

He said: “There is a jour¬ 
ney to work towards. I think 
we have a lot of agreement 
on wanting to have a memo¬ 
rial there. It may be that in 
the end we put that thing up 
but we have to look at the 
options.” 

Clive Gilbert, a volunteer 
researcher at Epsom and 
Ewell Local and Family 


History Centre, who first 
raised the issue, called for 
the soldiers on the rolls, for 
both world wars, to be re¬ 
membered once again. 

Mr Gilbert said: “Remov¬ 
ing a war memorial from a 
thriving church seems to me 
to be an insult to the brave 
men who died for what they 
saw as right. 

“It is not only an insult, but 
a denial that the men from 
St Barnabas congregation 
fought and died. Genealo¬ 
gists and our ancestors will 
be deceived.” 

Mr Preston said the rolls of 
honour were discovered 
along with other archive doc¬ 
uments in a church safe and 
handed to the Surrey History 
Centre for safekeeping dur¬ 
ing the 1990s. 

Councillor Sheila Carlson, 
who is campaigning for the 
dignity of the dead at Horton 
cemetery, raised concerns 
about how best to preserve 
the aged rolls and suggested 
a brass or stone memorial or 
a book naming the war dead. 

Coun Carlson said: “My 
feeling is to do a very good 
copy that could be hung if 
that is agreed. 

“Given Woking has facili¬ 
ties for preserving, perhaps 


the originals ought to stay 
put. I don’t know if we need 
to get hung up and precious 
about a piece of paper.” 

Marie Payne, who belongs 
to the church, said: “We have 
no record of the past here, 
but we can move forward 


and do something about it.” 

Jim Martin, a member of 
the Royal British Legion, 
said he backed the idea of 
putting up copies of the rolls 
in a “temporary fashion” 
while pushing for a perma¬ 
nent memorial.

Gardener accused 
of conning elderly 


A gardener who allegedly 
blackmailed, threatened and 
defrauded pensioners as old 
as 94 has appeared in court.

Wallington, Richmond, 
Twickenham and West Mole- 
sey, having undertaken gar¬ 
dening work, minor building 
works and repairs at their 
properties. 

The offences he is accused

representation, knowingly or 
recklessly engaging in a 
commercial practice that was 
unfair, dishonestly failing to 
disclose information to make 
a gain or cause another loss, 
blackmail, threatening to 
destroy property, damaging 
property and money 
laundering. 

Mr Brown is alleged to have 
overcharged customers after 
little or no work was under¬ 
taken, been aggressive and 
provided little or no 
paperwork. 

His alleged offences include 
blackmailing a woman in 
Lynwood Road, Epsom, for 
£2,000 and destroying a fence 
at her property. 


A Surrey County Council 
spokeswoman said he al¬ 
legedly caused financial 
detriment to his victims, 
amounting to £89,950. 

The defendant appeared be¬ 
fore the court clean-shaven 
and dressed in black 
trousers, a blue and white 
striped shirt and a blue 
cardigan. 

He spoke only to confirm 
his name, address and date of 
birth and to ask for clarifica¬ 
tion on when he should next 
appear in court. 

He said: “I’ve got tinnitus. 
I’m a bit deaf.” 

The case was adjourned for 
a preliminary hearing at 
Guildford Crown Court at the 
end of the month. 

Mr Brown is on uncondi¬ 
tional bail. 


Loo-k who’s after planning permission 


The owner of Ewell Vil¬ 
lage’s former public toi¬ 
lets is making another 
attempt to get planning 
permission to turn them 
into two tiny homes.

survey, developed by our patient 
representatives.” 

Questions in the online survey in¬ 
clude the distance people would be 
willing to travel to access out-of¬ 
hours services and if they would 
prefer a walk-in-and-wait service.

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Plans approved for £20m 
redevelopment of college

Work on the £20.7m redevel¬ 
opment of a college campus is 
expected to start within 
months after plans were ap¬ 
proved last week. 

Epsom councillors granted 
planning permission for 
Nescot college to replace age¬ 
ing facilities on its campus in 
Ewell with state-of-the-art 
buildings for hair and beauty, 
physiotherapy, construction 
and animal husbandry 
courses. 

In December its planning 
committee deferred their de¬ 
cision due to concerns over 
trees, a new roundabout in 
Reigate Road and the impact 
on residents living opposite. 

The college said the delay 
put £6.9m of government 
funding at risk. It still needs 
planning permission for a 
controversial proposal to 
build 94 homes and a retire¬ 
ment village elsewhere, which 
will provide the extra £13.8m 
needed for the development. 

After the decision, principal 
Sunaina Mann said: “I’m very 
pleased because what it 
means is Nescot can move 


forward with its planning 
having got a £7m capital 
grant. 

“We are hoping all the 
works will be done by 2015. 
The students and staff will be 
really excited when I send 
them the email tomorrow.” 

During the special planning 
meeting on Thursday night, 
councillors raised concerns 


about the implications of a 
new roundabout on the busy 
Reigate Road. 

Councillor Chris Frost said: 
“My concern is for residents 
whose properties are affected 
by this proposal. Please could 
the needs of those residents 
and the safety of access 
be taken into serious 
consideration.” 


In light of objections from 
residents, Councillor Michael 
Arthur said: “The highways 
and roundabout figure very 
highly on their concerns and I 
follow that. I’m concerned 
about it.” 

Councillor Sheila Carlson, 
the only one of the 12 council¬ 
lors to vote against granting 
permission, said she was wor¬ 
ried about increasing the col¬ 
lege footprint by 7 per cent 
and encroaching on the 
greenbelt. 

Coun Carlson said: “Are we 
saying that there would be a 
nibbling away? We are setting 
a bit of a precedent that may 
have a knock-on effect later.” 

According to the plans, 152 
trees will be felled but 777 new 
trees will be planted. The foot¬ 
print of the site will increase 
from 16,776sq m to 17,987sq m. 

An animal welfare centre 
will be built in the car park 
because Nescot wants to get 
approval for a housing and re¬ 
tirement village development 
on the current animal hus¬ 
bandry site. 

In addition to landscaping, 
there will be a new learning 
disabilities centre, games area 
and college theatre entrance. 


Petition against new 
development on site 


Worried residents are 
leafleting and collecting 
signatures in a fight 
against plans for a huge 
development on a college 
site used to care for farm 
animals. 

Within the next few 
weeks Nescot college 
will submit planning ap¬ 
plications to build 94 
homes and retirement 
village, with 120 units, 
on a 14-acre site in 
Reigate Road, Ewell. 

Residents in nearby St 
Norman’s Way, have 
leafleted hundreds of 
homes and collected 160 
signatures on a petition. 

They fear the develop¬ 
ment will have an ad¬ 
verse impact on highway 
and pedestrian safety 
and increase congestion 
and pollution. 

They are also con¬ 
cerned about the strain 
on schools, hospitals and 
doctors and the develop¬ 
ment’s impact on the 
“rural village feel” in 
Ewell. 

David Williams, of St 
Norman’s Way, said: “It 
is beyond argument that 
to build a large housing 
development on top of 


the busiest road in Sur¬ 
rey which, in road traffic 
terms, is itself one of the 
busiest counties in 
the UK, is an act of 
recklessness. 

He added: “It cannot be 
right that the residents 
and those who use the 
Ewell bypass on a regu¬ 
lar basis should suffer 
the consequences of ap¬ 
palling congestion and 
associated pollution be¬ 
cause Nescot has been 
unable to gain sufficient 
funding in recent years.” 

Nescot principal 

Sunaina Mann promised: 
“We will work with the 
highways agency to en¬ 
sure we have the mini¬ 
mum effect on them in 
terms of what we are 
trying to do. 

“We are there for the 
community, it is the com¬ 
munity that uses the col¬ 
lege. We want to ensure 
we have got a happy com¬ 
munity on both sides, on 
the college side and in 
the community.”

People in Epsom are visiting on¬ 
line porn websites a “colossal 
amount”, according to the area’s 
“porn pastor”.

The 69-year-old, who was a pas¬ 
tor to Cliff Richard for many 
years and counts the singer 
among his close friends, said:

13. They then get into a pattern of 
behaviour by 14 to 15 and could 
then become addicts - where 
they’re viewing it at least once or 
several times a day.” 

He said addiction has become 
particularly bad because of 
smart phones. 

The pastor said the widespread 

use of smart phones easily fa¬ 
cilitate addiction and was 
particularly damaging 
to one man who came 
to see him, who had 
managed to kick his 
porn addiction on

' laptop. 

Mr Coates said: 
“Before he knew 
where he was, he 
found every- 
ing that 
was on 
his 


laptop was now on his smart 
phone and he was addicted 
again.” 

“We are living in an increasing¬ 
ly sexualised culture. 

“Now we have children in ju¬ 
nior school, six to seven-years- 
old, who can look at porn 
because they have got laptops 
and smart phone. 

“That worry, that dad is going 
to be able to see the websites on 
the laptop have gone with smart 
phones.” 

Mr Coates said the figures 
realised for Epsom are “a huge 
amount. There shouldn’t be any¬ 
one doing it”. 

“We are increasingly losing a 
sense of right and wrong. 

“Alongside that is the damage 
it causes. 

“The numbers for Epsom are 
colossal and it affects any future 
relationship because of the com¬ 
parisons and the thoughts of 
what you’re going to get out of it, 
rather than what you are going to 
put into it.” 

He said that anyone who be¬ 
lieves they are addicted to porn 
can see a doctor for advice, 
visit a pastor or, if they have a 
Christian background, can read 
his book, Sexual Healing.

Fire’s out after three 
emergency decades 



Retiring: David Fearn is concerned for firefighters’ future

A fireman who was on the scene 
during some of London’s biggest 
emergencies has hung up his hel¬ 
met after a 31-year career. 

David Fearn attended after the 
mortar attack on Downing Street 
in 1991, the bombing at Victoria 
Station the same year and the 7/7 
bombings during a career in the 
fire brigade that started in 1982. 

But the Epsom 50-year-old, who 
is crew manager at Sutton fire 
station, worked his final shift on 
January 3 and said he is looking 
forward to his retirement, but 
worries that his younger col¬ 
leagues will not be able look for¬ 
ward to theirs because of planned 
changes to firefighters’ pensions. 

Mr Fearn joined the fire brigade 
at 18 and served in Bromley, West¬ 
minster, Barbican and Dowgate 
before being based at Sutton for 
the past three years. 

He said: “I’ve worked with many 
and varied characters over the 
years and that has been one of the 
things I’ve loved about the job. 

“I also attended incidents in¬ 
cluding the Victoria station 
bombing, the Downing Street 
bombing and the 7/7 bombings 
among many, many others and it 
has been an honour to be able to 


help the public in their hours of 
need.” 

Under current rules, firefight¬ 
ers are eligible for retirement at 
50 due to the pressures of the job 
and Mr Fearn said he is looking to 
find something to do with his 
new-found free time as his wife 
will have to work for another 15 
years before she retires. 

The Government is involved in 


a dispute with the Fire Brigade 
Union over planned changes to 
firefighters’ pensions. 

Mr Fearn added: “I’m sad and 
disappointed that firefighters in 
future will not be in the same po¬ 
sition I am. 

“At the end of the day, people 
signed up to a pension and now 
that agreement is being reneged 
on.”

Surrey Downs GPs were right to 
turn their backs on the contro¬ 
versial Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) review of hospital 
services according to staff at 
Epsom Hospital. 

Dr Annali Lawrenson, a consul¬ 
tant in A&E, praised Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commissioning 
Group (SDCCG) for listening to 
the area’s GPs - who overwhelm¬ 
ing rejected BSBV’s proposals to 
axe Epsom Hospital’s A&E, ma¬ 
ternity and children’s units - and 
walking out on the review in 
November. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian last month she said she 
was “absolutely delighted” at the 
decision and endorsed SDCCG’s 
ideas for further integration 
of healthcare services at the 
hospital. 


Dr Lawrenson said: “Epsom 
was tagged on to the end of BSBV, 
which was designed to solve a 
London problem. It never made 
sense to try to solve London’s 
problems by causing a problem 
for the patients in the Epsom 
area. 

“The CCG took a very brave and 
sensible decision because they 
looked at it exactly from their pa¬ 
tients’ point of view and they said 
‘What is the best thing for our 
patients?”’ 

Dr Lawrenson said: “The justifi¬ 
cation for a lot of BSBV is that 
current A&Es are not safe and 
that’s not true and I don’t think 
that’s what the College of Emer¬ 
gency Medicine ever meant.” 


“This A&E is very senior-led so 
the patients are already getting a 
very good service and it’s not un¬ 
safe. And we have very good con¬ 
sultant cover.” 

The A&E staff members inter¬ 
viewed by this newspaper said 
they had a “very good relation¬ 
ship” with SDCCG, which has 
made site visits and conducted 
audits since taking over the reins 
last March from the primary care 
trust (PCT). 

Dr Lawrenson said there is gen¬ 
erally at least one meeting with it 
a week - a stark contrast to the 
PCT which she didn't remember 
ever visiting, it was and that’s 
bound to be more effective for the 
patient.”

We need action to control the Mole

How reassuring it is to hear 
that Sir Paul Beresford is to 
demand proportional flood 
defence assistance for Surrey 
and the Mole Valley from 
central Government. 

Having seen my home, and 
many others in the Mole 


Now that the flooding 
seems to be subsiding and 
the skies are finally blue, 
temporarily at least, it is 
time for some serious 
work to be done on 
preventing this from 
happening again. 

My heart goes out to all 
those people who had to 
leave their homes just be¬ 
fore Christmas, abandon¬ 
ing any hope of happy 
celebrations. 

The thought that the 
flooding may return over 
the coming weeks or 
years will be a constant 
worry for them, even 
after they move back into 
their homes. 

So I welcome the news 
that Sir Paul Beresford is 
chairing an investigation 
into what went wrong, 
and that new reservoirs 
are to be created to 


Valley, flooded to a depth of 
about two-and-a-half feet and 
more, we are all wondering 
how it was that the Mole 
flooded quite so fast, so 
suddenly and with such 
ferocity. 

Living in Mole Valley we are 


syphon off water from 
the river Mole when its 
level is high. 

But news that the Gov¬ 
ernment has drastically 
hacked back the number 
of people working in the 
Environment Agency 
does not fill me with con¬ 
fidence that it is really 
prepared, or able, to de¬ 
liver the changes needed. 

Climate change, and 
flooding is just one aspect 
of this, presents us with a 
mulitplicity of challenges 
that will increase over 
time. 

A Government that 
pledged before the elec¬ 
tion it would be the 
greenest ever, needs to 
start delivering on its 
promises.

well used to the long-term be¬ 
haviour of the river and it 
seems that the Mole may well 
have been “held back” to pro¬ 
tect larger urbanised areas 
and that certain control 
points were opened too late 
and not opened fully. 

Mention has been made of 
faulty electronic sluice gate 
controls and this combined 
with the admitted dumping of 

Gatwick Airport’s holding 
ponds into the Mole will have 
caused untold damage from 
the unfettered huge rush of 
water. 

We believe that many 
questions need to be answered 
by the Environment Agency 
in the aftermath of this disas¬ 
trous situation. Not only total 
disclosure over what took 
place in the very short time 
leading up to the floods, but 
the long-standing lack of care 
and maintenance of the Mole 
itself. 

The Environment Agency, 
which has for years failed to 
act in the interests of Mole 
Valley residents and has ex¬ 
cused its lack of action in 
clearing, tractor dragging and 
maintaining the unimpeded 
flow of the river for “environ¬ 
mental” reasons, now has 
many questions to answer. 

The excuse of “preservation 
of natural habitats” is not 
acceptable. 


People and homes are more 
important than a few coarse 
fish that return without help 
or interference from us. 

The old Rivers Authority 
used to regularly clear the 
Mole, maintain the banks and 
ensure that the river was in 
the correct condition to flow 
unimpeded. 

Nowadays “mud islands” 
held together by marching 
vegetation and fallen trees 
serve to block the river with 
the disastrous consequences 
that so many of us have just 
experienced. 

With today’s freedom of in¬ 
formation we need to know 
the truth behind this whole 
flooding debacle. 


Comprising a group of 
residents and business own¬ 
ers we intend to set up the 
River Mole Action Group and 
create a website to help publi¬ 
cise problems concerning the 
Mole - our homes and busi¬ 
nesses and to safeguard the 
Mole valley in general from 
an incident like this occurring 
again.

grandparents are having to spend an average 
of around £380 a year while looking after their 
grandchildren. The survey of 1,000 
grandparents showed just under a third are 
spending between £5 and £10 on their grand¬ 
children every day they look after 
them, and nearly a fifth fork out 
between £10 and £15. 

Grandparents said: 

■ 72 per cent forked out on treats; 

■ 71 per cent spent on food; 

■ 38 per cent splashed out on 
activities for the children; 

■ 38 per cent bought books and toys; 

■ 30 per cent paid for transport 
costs; 

■ 22 per cent treated their 
grandchildren to new clothes. 

Sixty three per cent of 
grandparents aren’t offered a penny 
for the childcare they provide, and 
only three per cent said that their 
children pay them a set hourly 
amount, with the average they were 
paid being just £3.05 per hour. 

With the typical weekly charge for 
a childminder standing at £96.67 for 
a child over two years old, it’s clear 
that grandparents are providing a 
valuable service to working families.

It first started its gruesome begin¬ 
nings at the 1995 Glastonbury Festival 
and became an instant hit, touring all 
over the world from Chile to Chatham, 
Argentina to Aberdeen, including festi¬ 
val appearances with Alice Cooper, 
Eminem, Motley Crue, Oasis, Iron 
Maiden and the Manic Street 
Preachers. 

Epsom is in for twists and turns and

Vibe caught up with one of the 
shows leading acts, the hair-raising 
and hair-hanging Joanna Sawicka, to 
delve into what makes this cir¬ 
cus the most intriguing in 
town. 

Vibe: Why did you 
join the circus? 

Joanna Sawicka: 

There is something really 
romantic about running 
away with a circus and there 
just is not a better circus to run 
away with than the Circus of Horrors. 
The plan was to only do it for one year, 
but while I was taking a break from my 
studies I loved it so much I stayed on 
and have been a part of it for the past 
six years. I have also attended the Cir¬ 
cus of Horrors a few years before and 
thought I could really find my place be¬ 
tween the bizarre and wonderful. Cir¬ 
cus of Horrors is a real amalgamation 
of different acts, from dislocating con¬ 
tortionist, demon dwarfs to some out¬ 
standing aerial performances that will 
have you sitting on the edge of your 
seat if not falling off of it laughing. 
There is something for everybody here 
and it is a huge plea¬ 
sure to be a part of it. 

To me it’s not just a 
show, it’s a way of life 
and all the performers 


became like family to me. 

V: What made you choose hair 
hanging as a circus act? 

JS: Hair-hanging is a very old circus 
act and originates in China, in fact it 
used to be Chinese men who used to do 
it. When I first joined the Circus of 
Horrors I was doing what I would now 
consider to be smaller freak show type 
stunts, but we play big venues and al¬ 
though it all looked great up close I 
felt I wanted to move on to some¬ 
thing bigger, and I find hair-hang¬ 
ing combines the freak show and 
the circus perfectly. It is also 
quite unpleasant to learn, there¬ 
fore there isn’t much competi¬ 
tion out there. When I was a kid 
back in Poland boys used to al¬ 
ways pull on my hair and it 
never bothered me, so I 
knew I would be good at 
it. 

V: What secrets could 
you share as to how 
you keep your hair 
so strong? 

JS: I use a lot 
of conditioner.

The exercises can be prac¬ 
tised on a mat or using equip¬ 
ment but, before you start, it 
is vital to learn the impor¬ 
tance of movement with 
breathing. 

And then as you get better, 
exercises are combined to 
create a flowing continuous 
movement. 

Pilates was designed by 
Joseph Pilates, a German 
physical-culturist, during the 
first half of the 20th century. 

He believed mental and 
physical health were interre¬ 
lated and designed a form of 
full-body exercise which bol¬ 
stered the body’s core 
strength and posture. 

The original six principles 
were concentration, control, 
centre, flow, precision and 
breathing, and 
each facet is key 
to performing the 
exercises 
correctly. 

The discipline focuses 


primarily on what Pilates 
called the “powerhouse”, or 
the group of muscles that be¬ 
gins two inches below the 
navel, goes two inches above 
the navel and then wraps 
completely around the front 
and back - like a corset. 

With pilates, no matter 
what exercise you are doing, 
you are focusing on this 
“powerhouse” area and, 
unlike yoga, strings and pul¬ 
leys are used to create resis¬ 
tance, which aids core 
strengthening. 

Sally Imber, founder of Bat¬ 
tersea’s the Pilates Practise, 
says: “Pilates is for every¬ 
body, no matter what age, sex 
or fitness level. We have 
clients ranging from children 
through to the elderly. 

“Ten years ago we only re¬ 
ally had women, but now it is 
getting close to 50/50. 

“We work on the really tiny 
muscles that are rarely used, 
which help improve core sta¬ 
bility and we provide individ¬ 
ual advice and teaching. 

“It is vitally important to 
have a qualified teacher, all 
of our instructors are quali¬ 
fied and we have a maximum 
of four people per class.” 

There are hundreds of pi¬ 
lates classes held across the 


capital each week, but re¬ 
member, the fewer people in 
your class, the more atten¬ 
tion you will get from the 
instructor.
